On 
one occasion, the people did not have a ration of fats for a period, of three 
weeks. In the past* these shortages affected only the working classes whose 
ration cards arc in a low category of priority. 


As of about 1 July 1980, holders of high priority ration cards, ouch aa f 
Army officers and top Party officials, have not received their full": rations 1 
and have received no rations; at. all on several occasions. The officers claim i 
that the lack of food is proof of the failure of the current economic policy I 
and they see no chance of improvement without substantial aid from the 'Jest. !
